Old Age Assistance Checks For 
Kentucky Now Being Given Out 



Qualifications Given For 
Applicants Desiring 
State Aid. 



Frankfort, Ky.— First checks to 
-those of Kentuck's needy aged, 
whose eligibility for aid under the 
Federal State program for Social 
Security has been established, 
will in all probability be mailed 
during the week of August 24, 
according to Dr. A. Y. Lloyd, Di- 
rector of the Public Assistance Di- 
vision of the Department of Pub-, 
lie Welfare, 

• From one to ten field workers 
are now at work In offioe space se- 
cured through the cooperation" of 
the county judge in each of Ken- 
tucky's counties, according to Dr. 
Lloyd, and. applications Cor fld 
from all parts of the State are be- 
ing given equal consideration. 

"People who have applied for 
aid and who do jot receive checks 
next week need not feel their ap- 
plications have been rejected," Dr. 
Lloyd pointed out. "The program 
is • very large one and there 
necessarily must be a small be- 
ginning. To insure .the available 
money going where It will do the 
moat good, to protect the taxpay- 
ers' money snd to fulfill Federal 



..■quirements each application 
muBt be officially investigated at 
the applicant's home and be con- 
sidered carefully", Dr. Lloyd ex- 
plained. 

Applications for such aid should 
not be sent to the State office in 
Frankfort, officials explained, but 
should be .ma'de to the field work- 
ers now assigned to each County. 
Dr, Lloyd asked the cooperation 
of applicants on behalf of nis field 
workers who are making every ef- 
fort to take care of applicants as 
rapidly as possible. 

Among the requirements for re- 
ceiving did age assistance in Ken- 
tucky may be noted: 

Applicant must have reached the 
.ge of 66 1 must be a oltizen of 
.he United states; must have re- 
sided in Kentucky one year pre- 
ceding date application ii made 
and at least five of the nine years 
immediately preceding the appli

at the time of receiving assistance, 
be an inmate of any priuatafoox 
public institution; end

Last week, the construction of 
professional sweetpotato house 
■as de.-cribed, and the ways in 
hich such a structure meets the 
storage requirements for sweet- 
potatoes, the squashes, melons, to- 
matoes and other fragile vege- 
tables.

There may be a pantry, • room 
used to keep some of the vege- 
tables named above, at least for a 
few months. Such a pantry can 
he made .more effective storage 
i.y installing some means where- 
by the air within it can occasional- 
ly be changed. AH that is needed is 
make an outlet vent in the ceil- 
ar. whose size in square inches 
that of the floor in square feet. 
Or, if the door reaches almost to 
the ceiling line, a false door 3 
inches shorter, top and bottom, 
than the opening may be hung, or 
merely a curtain of tarpaulin or 
carpet. With the true door open- 
ed and the false one shut, warm, 
moist air escapes through the top 
crack, and fresh dry air will flow 
in through the bottom opening to 
replace it.

Next best, is the dwelling-room 
material, to hold warmth accumu- 
lated during the day, while there 
is a fire in the dwelling-room next 
to the vegetable storage room.

In that case, the bas- 
kets or crates of vegetables may 
be hung just under the first-floor 
joists, where the air is warmer 
itself, or perhaps the kitchen. 
Still keeping in mind that warm 
air automatically rises, the vege- 
table crates should be placed as 
near the ceiling as feasible, for 
the nearer the floor, the lower the 
temperature is, especially if the 
floor is not as tight as it should be. 
To use floor space under the bed 
for keeping anything that is sub- 
ject to freezing is risky, as many 
persons have found, to their cost. 

The house attic, even though 
unceiled, through which a chimney 
flue passses. may be used to keep 
the "vtirm" vegetables, wrapped 
in paper and put in crates piled 
about the chimney. Obviously, the 
chimney should be sound, M that 
there will be no danger from fire. 
For added protection against 
freezing, the pile of crates should 
be covered with tarpaulin or with 
carpet, but a small outlet vent 
should be left at the tip, so that 
air may rise through the mass.

Trench Silos Save 

Drouth Year Feeds 

Trench silos have inc 
numbers in Kentucky s 
when six Fulton county farmers built 
siloa of this type to providi 
for their dairy herds during the 
winter following the drouth of that 
year. The cost to these men of dig- 
ging silos and filling them amounted 
to only about fl a ton of silage, re- 
ports Enrl G. Welch of the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky College of Agricul- 
ture. One reason for the popularity 
of the trench silo is the cheapness 
of their construction and of filling 
them. 

According to Mr. Welch, a trench 
silo twelve feet wide at th< 
eight feet wide at the bottor 
seven feet deep, with a length of 
sixty to 100 feet, can be constructed 
in soil free from rock in about twen- 
ty hours by three men and a team, 
using a plow and a slip scraper. 

The cost of an ensilage cutter, 
which is about $250, often prevents 
from using an above-ground 
silo. For trench silos, an inexpensive 
power feed cutter or cutting box can 
be used. A feed cutter costing about 
135 will take about four tons of en- 
silage an hour. 

The size of the trench ailo depends 
upon the number of animals to be 
fed, the amount fed daily and the 
length of the feeding season. To 
prevent spoilage, the width and depth 
of the trench must be small enough 
that at least a foot of silage is re- 
moved from the end of the exposed 
surface in five days. A co 
about a cubic foot of silage 
For a herd of twenty cows 
feeding period of 180 days, the trench 
should be twelve feet wide at the 
top, eight feet wide at the bottom, 
eight feet deep and forty-five long.

Trotzky, at Hoenefoss, Norway, 
scoffed at the Moscow proceedings 
as "humbug," "For political ven- 
geance," he said, "the trial puts 
the Dreyfus scandal and the reich- 
stag fire in the shadow. The confes- 
sions were forced by the 'Ogpu' 
(secret police), which gives the ac- 
cused a choice between confession 
according to the Ogpu's desires and 
taking lesser penalties or death." 

PREMIER MUSSOLINI, insisting 
that neutrality in the Spanish 
war must mean absolute noninter- 
vention, suddenly put Italy's air 
force of 1,500 war planes in readi- 
ness for flight to the aid of the 
Spanish rebels if France would not 
abandon her support of the Madrid 
V regime. 

I News of this stirrer the People's 
Front government ot France to in- 
dignation. Officials in Paris said it 
Italy sent arms and munitions to 
the rebels in Spain or otherwise 
openly aided them, France would 
have to abandon her neutral posi- 
tion and help the socialists. 

For a day this situation alarmed 
the statesmen of Europe, but soon 
it was stated in both Rome and 
Paris that negotiations for the neu- 
trality accord were going forward 
nicely with prospects for a satis- 
factory agreement that would in- 
clude both Italy and Germany. 
Whether Germany would come in. 
however, was still in doubt. Ber- 
lin was further provoked against 
the Madrid government by the stop- 
ping and search of the German 
fteamer Kamerun by Spanish war- 
ships off Cadiz. German warships 
were ordered to protect German 
shipping "by all means" and the 
German charge d aflairs at Madrid 
was instructed to "protest imme- 
diately and in the sharpest form 
•gainst the action of the Spanish 
warships, which constituted a vio- 
lation of all international law."

PREPARATIONS for President 
Roosevelt's trip through the 
drouth region of the Middle West 
were practically completed and the 
Chief Executive was supplied with 
all the,facts and figures needed to 
give him a comprehensive under- 
standing of the situation before 
starting. This information was fur- 
nished mainly by WPA Administra- 
tor Harry Hopkins, who was select- 
ed to accompany Mr. Roosevelt on 
the tour. Mr. Hopkins told the 
President that in the drouth area 
90,000 persona already are on the 
WPA payrolls and that the number 
eventually will be 120,000 to 150.000, 
the relief work being continued 
through the winter. At this time the 
cost per man is about $50 a month. 

Additional appropriations by the 
next congress will be necessary, 
Hopkins said, to care for the load 
placed upon his organization by the 
drouth crisis.

The normal' expression of salva- 
tion in the life of a believer is a pas- 
sion tor the conversion of others. 
The early church soon began to ful- 
fill the great commission of its Lord 
and Master. Its first missionary en- 
terprise was in the great and wicked 
city of Antioch, only 150 miles from 
Jerusalem, but far from God. In 
this unpromising soil we find grow- 
ing: 

I. A Model Mission Church (w. 
19-21). 

Its establishment was in'acc 
with the plan of God, for it was: 

I. The result of a faithful testi- 
mony (w. 19, 20). 

Those who were scattered abroad 
by persecution had but one crown-
